Macon, Ga., December 1.—(Spectal Staff 
Correspondence.)—It was white against red 
in the great contest here today, and the 
red came cut triumphant! 

But while this red glare dazzied the 
wision of those who’ were !ooking for v'c- 
tory, th: white fluttered to the last, upheid 
by the hands of fair women, who pleaded 
and preyed and prayed and pleaded {or 
eons and husbands an@ fathers gone 
@stray. 

It was a pecullar political campaign, a 
contest at the ballet box almest without 
pree@dent. and brimful of affecting as well 
as ludicrous clements. Seniiment obtruded 
upon the materialism of worldly things, 
ard tearful eyes sought to make an im- 
pression for the once without effect. But 
mow that the day has come and gone, that 
the serried hosts of red and white: have 
met, mingled in ¢he battle, and all been 
lost in the general result, there are mixed 
emotions of joy and grief. There are those 
who rejoice because business_ interests 
heve been preserved, but in the nidst of 
their glee they cannot forget the pleading 
fices ofthe women whom they met dur- 
ing the day. The memory of these faces 
will not down, and it may be taken for 
@ranted that the image will long be re- 
fiected in the hearts of those who have 
Witnessed today’s proceedings. 

“Aye, we have been beaten,”’ said an 
aged man who acted as protector for half 
a dozen of these fair young devotees, ‘“‘but 
we will meet them again. God will not 
permit that a case which stirs up the 
hearts of women should be forever lost!” 

“North Carolina taught us a liesson,”’ said 
another. “‘We have lost through the negro 
vote, and if we do as they did in the Old 
North State, it will be found that white 
men can settle this difficulty without fur- 
ther ado.” . 

The Story of the Campaign. 

The Constitution has already told in de- 
tail the story leading up to the work of 
today. The campaign came into existence 
almost without intention. It was an evolu- 
tion, though it has not reached the point 
of a revolution. Such men as Walter B. 
Hili, Dupont Guerry, N. E, Harris and 
others gave the movement both character 
an@ soul, and the enthusiasm of the 
men, Which had been through 
¢he churches, fanned it a flame. Its 
progress was marked by. triumphs of ora- 
tory which aroused the feelings of the 
people, at the tent meetings of the 
night before it took on the character of a 
religious revival. There were gathered in 
that mecting young men and but a 
remarkable or middle-aged men. 
It was an audience in which was present 
tne adolescence of youth which had not yet 
been dulled by contact with grosser things. 
It was also a gathering of the aged. who 
had passed through bitter experience, and 
elmost all «f whom carried about with 
them the image of hidden skeletons at 
home, which impelled them to seek re- 
dress. But the men in middle life. those 
in the control of business and engaged in 
the activities of existence, were largely 
absent. From such an audience, then. it 
may be imagined that when Chairman Tur- 
ner announeed that the ladies would be 
present at the polls, and that there would 
be men there prepared to cefeng them, it 
Was received with approving cheers, But 
to the everlasting credit of Macon. and 
to the honor especially of the leaders of 
the anti-prohibition element, who were 
thus placed on challenge, the ladies were 
treated throughout the day with the most 
e2rupulous courtesy, though they failed in 
accomplishing the purpose for which they 
were present. 

On the other side, those who opposed the 
prohibition movement held that it was un- 
necessary, in view of the fact that the city 
was making substantial gains without frie- 
tion upon the very lines fought for by the 
prohibicionisis. Thus in 189 there were 103 
licensed drinking places in Macon, which 
number, through the normal action of legis- 
lation, has now been reduced to  fifty- 
eight. Attendant upon this great reduc- 
tion in the number of drinking places has 
been a continual increase in the license 
feos, as well as a more strict observance 
of Sunday closing and miénight closing. 

“Tt is @ little si:cnge,’’ said Mayor Pr'ce, 
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“that while the people who live in Macon, 
who pay the taxes and maintain the city 
end make their homes here, this «<isturb- 
ance shouid have Leer forced upon us by 
Outsiders, who are aliens to every interest 
which concerns our citizenship. This hag 
been true to such an extent that it has 
become a question whether bona fide citi- 
zenship amounts to anything in the esti- 
mation of mountebank evangelists.” * 

The issue thus made had to find its set- 
tlement at the polls, and when Chairman 
Turner at the tent meeting declared that 
“we will be there,’ it a struggle 
deep and intense. 

The Voting Begins. | 

The morning broke bright and clear, giv- 
ing promise of a beautiful day. It |found 
the students of Mercer university, adorned 
with white ribbon, in of the 
city hall poll, while at the bullding 
poil the prohibitionists were on hand, and 
seemed to have the start. For half an 
hour the crowd continued to increase at 
the latter one, as it was the one which 
would be opened first. At last a window 
went up, and the ballots began to pass in, 
colored voters being present in large) num- 
bers.

This was soon answered by a prohibitiontst, 
who secured a red ribbon and placed it 
about the neck of an ugly little fice, Which 
he sent down to bark at its white-ribboned 
adversary.

| GRAND JURY MAKES ITS FINAL 
REPORT ON THE VIRDEN RIOT. 
General Manager of the Mines Is 
Charged with Manslaughter 
oun Two Counts. 


Carlinville, Ill., December 1.—The Virden 
riot grand jury made its formal report to 
Judge Shirley this evenin The grand 
jury dealt pertinently with the affair and 
as far as it was able to ascertain, re- 
turned true bills against the principal 
participants in the tragedy of October 12th 
at Virden. Ten indictments, involving fifty- 
four persons, were returned, 

Against John R. Tanner, governor of 
Illinois, there are three counts for palpa- 
bie omiseion of duty and malfeasance in 
office. Fred W. Lukins, general manager 
of the Chicago-Virden Coal Company, is 
charged with manslaughter on two counts. 

In the indictments against Governor Tan- 
ner half a dozen complaining witnesses, 
employees of the Chicago-Virden Coa} Com- 
Pany, testified that they were intimidated 
and prevented from following their legiti- 
mate employment by an armed body of men 
numbering 1,000, who unlawfully and felo- 
riously assembled in Virden; that the gov- 
ernor had been notified by the sheriff cf 
Macoupin county that no protection was 
to be had from the county and was earn- 
estly importuned for state assistance. 

Judge Shirtey fixed Governor Tanner's 
bond at $500.

TRANSPORTS FOR SPANIARDS. 


Vessels Are ~ Reaching Havana To 
Carry Troops Back Home. 

Havana, December 1.—The Spanish trans- 
port Reina Maria Christina, with General 
Hernandez Velasco’s Pinar del Rio division 
of 2,000 men, sailed for Spain last night. 

In order to complete the evacuation of 
Cuba before Christmas, the Spanish gov- 
ernment has chartered the steamers Habs- 
burg, Carolina, Neustria, Aquitania Mar- 
sigha, Corrientes, Ciudad de Roma, Ancho- 
ria, Devonia, Circassia, California, Venéz, 
jolivia, Cheribon and Entreerios, which 
are expected here shortly, and will sail for 
Spain with troops between December 15th 
and 20th. In addition, the transports Les 
Andes, Ciudad de Cadiz and Notre Dame 
are expected here with the same object. 

The United States transport Roumania 
arrived here this morning. from Savannuah, 
Ga., with horses, mules and forage intended 
for the use of the United States troops.

Old Treaties Brought Up. 

The Spanish commissioners cite further 
the fact that With France, 
forthe cession of granted

Finally Spain points to the American pro- 
posed ‘‘open door” poiicy in the Philippines 
and asks a guarantee of the same advant- 
ages in her West Indiun colonies until trade 
relations can by degrees accustom them- 
selves to the change of sovereignty. 

This proposition and the arguments by 
which it was supported are strongly pre- 
sented and the Americans desired time for 
deliberation. Thus, busy until 
nearly 2 o'clock this they were 
not fully prepared and Judge Day sent a 
message to Senor Montero Rios requesting 
that the joint session fixed for this after- 
noon be postponed for tomorrow. 

Meanwhile the Spanish commissioners had 
been preparing a list of subjects for nego- 
tiation, supplemented by suggestions coun- 
ter to and amendatory of the subjects the 
Americans submitted yesterday. This came 
to the American commissioners today in 
Spanish, rendering it even more destrable 
to postpone the joint session in order to 
give time for translation and considera- 
tion. The translation is being made this 
evening and the subjects will be laid before 
the American commissioners tomorrow 
morning. 

Meeting in Friendly Manner. 

Now that the first gust of grief and cha- 
grin has passed the Spanish commissioners 
are meeting the Americans in a frank spirit 
that ‘is helpful'to an early completion of the 
negotiations.

Shafter was today shown a copy of Admi- 
ral Sampson's report on the operations of 
the United States fleet’ at Santiago after 
the destruction of the Spanish squadron, 
in which the admiral denounced as false 
the suggestions, which he aitributed to 
General Shafter, that the navy was unw!!!- 
ing to co-operate in forring an entrance to 
the harbor and intimated that the services 
of the navy were not properly recognized 
by the commander of the land forces.

CHINA {5 AFTER 
THE RIGHINDERS 


Oriental Government Seeks an Ex- 
tradition Treaty with America, 


SHE WANTS HER CRIMINALS 


Is Willing To Let Them Be Tried in This 
Country Before Being Beported, 


THE UNITED STATES APPREHENSIVE 


It Is Believed Chinese Government 
Would Mete Out Cruel Punish- 
ment to Any Luckless Ce- 
lestial Taken Across 
the Pacific. 


Washingion, December 1.—The Chinese 
gcvernment , through its minister, Mr. Wu 
Ting Fang, has broached to the authorities 
here the willingness of China to negotiate 
an extradition treaty applicable to all 
criminals, but intended in particular to 
reach the Highbinders. 

This fraternity has spread terror through 
the far west and the Chinese government 
finally determined to take cognizance of 
the subject, as the agitations in this coun- 
try operated quite as much against the law- 
abiding Chinese and against the Chinese 
government itself as it did against the par- 
ties to the secret crimes. It was, there- 
fore, represented to the officials here that 
as the Highbinders had proved such a 
difficult class for the local police authori- 
ties in this country to deal with, China 
would assume the burden of detection and 
punishment, if an extradition treaty cculd 
be negotiated. The purpose, it was sug- 
gested, was to have China assume all the 
costs of apprehending and transporting the 
guilty parties. 

While willing to.get ri@ of Chinese High- 
Linders and all other Chinese criminuls, 
the authorities here foresaw serious legal 
objections to such a treatv. The methods 
of trial and punishment in China are very 
summary. The proposai, therefore, was 
open to the objection that this country was 
surrendering persons domiciled witain its 
borders to a foreign country for harsh and 
unusual prosecution and punishment. Lit- 
tle doubt was entertained here that if 
China once secured possession of the High- 
binders short work would be made of them, 


owing to the prejudice they have brougnt. 


upon the government. 

China was ready tO overcome this objec- 
tion as far as possible by providing fora 
full hearing on trial in this country Lefore 
the parties were turned over to the Cainese 
officials for deportation home. This, how- 
ever, did not fully meet the legal objections 
against the proposition. Moreover, it was 
believed the senate, to whom such a treaty 
would have to be referred for ratification, 
would not act favorably upon it, and that 
it would stir up animosities and agitation 
on the Chinese question in general, rather 
than accomplish any special gooc in the 
direction. wished for. 

The Chinese authorities have not, there- 
fore, gone further than to broach ine sub- 
ject to the officials here and learn how 
suéh a treaty would be viewed, although 
they stand ready at any time to assume the 
burden of ,dealing with the Highbinders 
and other Chinese criminals, if a naturali- 
zation treaty should give them jurisdiction 
over the offenders.

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HARRIS’ FATE NOW 


RESTS WITH JURY 


Negro On Trial for Murdsr Commilted 
Five Years Ago. 


WHITE MEN ARE IMPLICATED 


Former Marshal Glover Was Brutally 
Assassinated in May, 1893. 


DEFENDANT IS SAID TO HAVE CONFESSED 


_Evidence Against the Negro Is Re- 


butted by Testimony That Wit- 
nesses Were Suborned. 


Douglasville, Ga., December 1.—(Special.) 
Douglas superior court has been engaged 
this week in the trial of John Harris; col- 
ored, charged with the murder of W. K. 
Gloyer, commonly known as Bill Glover, 
who was formerly marshal of Lithia 
Springs. 

On the night of May 1, 1893, persons Liv- 
ing in the vicinity of Lithia Springs heard 
reports of guns and pistols between the 
Station and the springs. The next morn- 
ing body of Bill Glover was found by 
the roadside, horribly mutilated and lac- 
erated with bullet holes. 

There was great excitement at the time, 
and eight different people, some of them 
prominent citizens of the county, were ar- 
rested and tried in the committing court, 
but the evidence was not sufficient to bind 
anyone over. 

The matter rested quietly for’five years, 
until the grand jury; at the last May term 
of this court, found a true bill against Jack 
Smith and Ed Humphries, white men, and 
John Harris, a negro, charging them. jointly 
with the murder of W. K. Glover. 

Humphries had disappeared years ago— 
soon after the murder—but the cases 
against Jack Smith and John Harris were 
called for trial by Solicitor General Roberts 
this week. 

The defenants elected fo sever, and the 
state put John Harris on trial. The evi- 
dence of the state was not very strong out- 
side of the testimony of William and John 
Carson, of Cobb county, who testified that 
they saw John Harris at the home of his 
mother-in-law near Smyrna, Ga., the morn- 
ing after the murder, and that he confess- 
ed to them that he had been hired by Jack 
Smith and Ed Humphries to help them,put 
Bill Glover out of the way because he re- 
ported them for gambling and _ “selling 
liquor, and they then took horses from the 
stable of Johm M. James and prought him 
over into Cobb with instructions to wait 
there, and if they did not get the matter 
hushed up he must go on farther. 

The testimony of the two Carsons, how- 
ever, who were uncle and nephew, did not 
harmonize exactly and was rebutted by the 
realtives of Carson. 

The defense claimed that the Carsons 
were subpoenaed by an amateur detective 
named Daniel, and offered to introduce sev- 
eral witnesses to testify that Danie] had 
approached them and effered them money 
to swear in the case. 

The state was represented by Solicitor 
General W. T. Roberts, John V. Edge and 
Hutcheson, while the defense had as 
counsel Messrs. Joe S. and W. A. James 
and W. H. Nally. The case was given to 
the jury this afternoon after an able charge 
by Judge James. 

The jury has not yet rendered a verdict, 
but the general impression seems to be that 
it will be “not guilty,’’ and that the mys- 
tery of the assassination of Bill Glover 
will still remain unsolved.

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An Old Time State Fair. 

In another column we print a letter 
from Hon. J. Pope Brown, president 
of the State Agricultural Society. This 
letter is in the nature of a brief com- 
mentary on an editorial article printed 
in The Constitution last Sunday in 
which there was a suggestion in favor 
of holding an old-fashioned state fair 
in Atlanta next fall. 

President Brown dwells on the condi- 
tion of the farmers as the result of 
4-cent cotton, but agrees with ‘Che Con- 
stitution that it would be well to have 
a fair next fall, and will give the en- 
terprise the strong support which his 
energy, experience and sazacity carry 
with them. The Constitution deiieves 
that the condition of the farmers is the 
result of 4-cent cotton is one wf the 
strongest reasons why that large c:ass 
of population should come together for 
consultation, comparison and a gencral 
interchange of ideas in regard to the 
best steps to be taken to meet the new 
conditions imposed on the avgricultural 
class by the gold standard. 

The Constitution deplores these eondi- 
tions none the less because it predicted 
them as the result of the demonetization 
of silver. They are here, they are in 
operation, and some plan or other must 
be adopted for dealing with them; some 
practical plan which will enable the 
farmers to tide over at least for a time 
the drain upon their resources. Some 
means must be devised by which the 
farmers and those who depend on them 
may be able to keep their heads above 
water. 

Now, an old-fashioned state fair will 
afford them an opportunity as well as 
an excuse for coming together, com- 
paring experiences, and advocating plans 
and projects which give promise at least 
of temporary relief. We think that 
such a meeting under such circumstances 
is caleulated to substitute hopefulness 
for despondency, and that as the result 
of it the farmers of the state will be 
able to learn some valuable lessons. 

[It has been demonstrated that the cot- 
ton route is not the way out of trouble, 
leading, as it does, into a maze and a 
tangle. That process is something like 
this: The lower the price, the more 
cotton the farmers have to raise to pay 
their debts and taxes; the more they 
raise, the htewer the prices. It is sim- 
ply impossible that this sort of thing 
can go on. Let us admit at once and 
without further argument that the gold 
standard has brought to wreck and ruin 
the once prosperous industry of cotton 
growing. [It has caused other wrecks 
and has wrought ruin elsewhere, but 
this is the worst, the most momentous, 
so far as the south is concerned. 

But, admitting the fact, as all must 
admit it who are familiar with the sit- 
uation, does it follow that the farmers 
and those who depend on them are to 
sit with folded hands and mike no e*- 
fort to employ their combined wisacom 
and their individual energies in discov- 
ering and applying some remedy or some 
plan which will enable them ito 4d) some- 
thing more than exist? 

We have had tremendous expositicns, 
interstate, pan-American and what not, 
but we are not sure that the people did 
not have pleasanter experiences ai those 
humbler and more provincial exhibits 
that were once held on the erounds of 
the old cotton exposition. fhe cotton 
exposition! To write the name is to

revive the delusions that everybody had - 


about cotton in those days, nearly 1tf- 
teen years ago. 

No, we don’t want a cotton ex:osition; 
anything but that! Any and all kinds 
of expositions—hay, horse, cow, calf,

cotton. What we want is a state fair 
without any frills on it, but differing 
from any fair ever held in Georgia in 
the fact that cotton is left out of the 
premium list. 

These are hard times, to be sure, but 
the proposed fair can be held at less ex- 
pense than any other ever projected in 
Georgia. The grounds are in perfect 
condition and the buildings are ready 
for occupation. Water and lighting are 
already provided for. In short, every- 
thing ts ready to hand, and there is

fair Will not/only have the advantage of 
the experience of the officers of the State 
Agricultural Society but the hearty co- 
operation of Governor Northen, who is 
one of the most successful organizers to 
be found in the whole country, and who 
brings to works of this kind an ardor, 
an energy and a patient determination 
that are rarely found in combination.

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The Work of Tax Reform. 

One of the greatest questions before 
the general assembly, and dne which 
has been frequently discussed by The 
Constitutiog, involves the matter of tax 
reform. 

The expenses of the state must be met 
from the proceeds derived from the an- 
nual tax digest. It is manifestly of the 
utmost importance that the digest be 
an honest and accurate expression of 
the taxable property of the state. It 


is not right that any part of the prop- 


erty of the state should be permitted 
to escape its part of the burden of tax- 
ation, thus entailing additonal burden 
on other property. | 

And vet endeavoring to’ reach a prop- 
er solution of so important a question, 
the legislature should move cautiously 
and with absolute certainty that it is 
making no mistake in the adoption of a 
law which is intended to control the tax 


Only a few years ago.in endeavoring to 
solve this very problem, the legislature 
enacted a county board of equalization 
law which was in operation only until it 
could be repealed by the next. legisla- 
ture. Possibly, if the law had been 
more carefully drawn, it would have 
withstood some of the attacks made on 
it because of some of its weak points. 
The law was imperfect, and instead of 
amending, the legislature concluded to 
kill it. If the present legislature passes 
an imperfect tax law, it will be worse 
than no law at ali, for it may share the 
fate of the board of equalization law. 
The legislature cannot afford to make 
any mistake in this matter,’ and it is 
for this’ reason that *we urge it to be 
cautious and déliberate. 

We understand it is probable that, by 
joint resolutions, a commission will be 
appointed from the membership of both 
houses, of which the president of the 
senate and the speaker of the house will 
be ex-officio members, which will sit 
during the recess. with the view of fram- 
ing a tax measure to be submitted to 
the next session of this general assem- 
bly. ‘We think the suggestion an ex- 
cellent one, and that a commission of 
this kind, made up from among the 
leading business men of both houses, 
could prepare an elaborate tax bill 
with the require- 
ments of the situation. 

It would be a pity if the efforts which 
have been made in behalf of tax reform 
should be lost by the adoption of an 
imperfect and an unsatisfactory law. It 
is of the utmost importance that what- 
ever law is adopted by this legislatuPe 
concerning the all-important question 
of tax reform, should be so framed as 
to be strong enough to withstand ai- 
tack. 

Of the several tax reform bills which 
have been introduced in the house, some 
of the most notable are drawn with the 
idea of establishing an entirely new tax 
system, and there are many excellent 
features in all of these bilis. Let the 
legislature consider each carefuily and 
deliberately, take the best features from 
all, and then enact a bill which. will 
serve the purpose for which it is framed.

Making Cane Sirup. 

The| making of cane sirup as an ar- 
ticle of commerce is the latest. crusade 
upon which Hon. Henry McIntosh has 
entered. 

In a late issue of The Albany Herald 
he draws attention to the fact that the 
farmers of southwest Georgia are wast- 
ing annually half the value of one of 
their most reliable and valuable prod- 
ucts. ‘The adoption of a method that 
would stop the waste and make the 
product a valuable one would be one of 
the greatest measures of reform which 
could be made in that section. Ags an 
illustration, The Herald says that in 
some sections the farmers are getting 
but little for their sirup, only 15 cents 
per gallon, all of which leads to this 
declaration: 

When cane sirup brings only 15 cents a 
gallon, or even 20 cents a gallon, in the 
market, something is bound to be wrong. 
The times must either be badly out of 
joint, or else. the sirup must be a very 
poor article. There is no more profit in 
making surip at 15 cents per gallon, we 
imagine,' than there js in making cotton at 
from 4 to 5 cents per pound, 

But we know a farmer not many miles 
from Albany who gets from 40 cents to 50 
cents for his sirup, even in these times of 
low prices, and it is worth it, every cent of 
it. But one gallon of that farmer's sirup 
is worth a barrel of the thin, dark, watery 
stuff that the majority of farmers in Geor- 
gia make for sirup. His sirup is as thick 
an@ clear as honey and will keep through 
winter and summer, while the thin, watery 
article that s0 many farmers make will 
ferment and sour as soon as the first 
warm breath of spring strikes It. The con- 
sumer who gets some of .the good sirup 
will want more of it at 40 cents, or even: 50 
cents a gallon, while the one who gets the 
other stuff will want no more at any price. 
And thus the farmer who is careless about 
making his sirup—and we regret to have to 
say that he is in the majority—ruins the 
reputation of Georgia country sirup.

This cannot be said, 
however, of the dark @irty, half-cooked 
manner in which a large proportion of 
the cane sirup is converted. The Her- 
ald suggests that if the farmers would 
take proper pains in making this sirup, 
and would acquaint themselves with the 
making of merchantable packages so 
that it might be placed on the market 
in attractive form, they would soon de- 
velop a crop which would be a money- 
maker indeed.

to range itself on the side of republicanism 
und progress, thus bringing their control to 
an end. By appealing to the prejudices of 
some and intimidating others, they have 
succeeded in whipping back into their party 
enough to give control of the legislature 
and focal offices, but the process has been a 
disgrace to the state and the nation, which 
cannot be overlooked. 

If this paragraph was not printed in 
the editorial columns of The ‘Tribune 
with all the solemnity which that news- 
paper is able to throw about its declara- 
tions, one might take it to be a joke. 
When the facts of history are remem- 
bered that every one of the southern 
states was robbed to the bone when the 
era of democratic supremacy began thir- 
ty years ago, it will be hard to con- 
ceive of what The Tribune means when 
it talks about “republicanism and prog- 
ress.” ‘The only progress which repub- 
licanism ever brought to a southern 
State was to loot the treasury, to issue 
bonds and to place them on the market 
without authority, and to run riot with 
all of the resources which they found 
at their disposal. The history of the 
past thirty years, during which time 
the intelligence and the virtue of the 
southern states have been in control, 
is a history of real progress. Under 
that control these states have escaped 
from the terrible condition into which 
they had been run by republicanism. 
Business interests have developed enor- 
mouslv. Social and material progress 
has been unchecked and the only trou- 
ble which has come to any part of the 
south was where republicans happened 
to get in control or to have an influ- 
ence in shaping events. 

Thus the very state in which the pres- 
ent trouble arose committed the mistake 
of departing from democratic moorings 
and electing a republican governor. lor 
four years North Carolina has been 
practically under republican rule, What 
has been the result? Ignorance vias 
placed in power. Crime was apotheo- 
sized, the public peace was destroyed, 
business was demoralized and domestic 
tranquility was threatened.’ It was in 
this condition that the white people, 
the men who pay the taxes and who 
make the state, made up their minds 
to save their community from becoming 
an American Dahomey, and making one 
strong, concerted battle they fought for 
Caucasianism, which means virtue, prog- 
ress and civilization, as against demoral- 
ization, degradation and barbarism!

Inat means increase 
of crime, She is also making every effort 
to become a manuMecturing center, Great 
manufactories mean small armies of la- 
borers. These—if Atlanta repeats the his- 
tory of perhaps every other great city— 
mean ut some time labor riots, anarchy, 
etc. The fury of these uprisings is always 
most disastrous to the rich, aS the money 
loss, the attempted assassination of 
northern millionaires, Frick, Sage, ete., 
prove. It will not do to say ‘‘we will do 
something when these conditions appear.” 
Fine characters cannot be built as quickly 
as fine manufactories. If ‘we begin now we 
bein none too soon. 

A somber book has been written called 
‘The Jukes.’’ It relates the history of a 
criminal family, whose crimes, in the course 
of seventy-five years, cost the state of New 
York $1,208,000. This includes only those 
crimes whose cost can be accurately esti- 
mated. It says nothing of that vast but In- 
direct expense caused by the entailment to 
succeeding generations of pauperism, crime, 
aisease and insanity.

Cial value a hundred times over. Every- 
thing must have a beginning. So this no- 
torious “Jukes” family sprang from one 
person, If this one person could chave been 
Saved What an enormous saving to the 
country. Dr. William T. Harris, United 
States commissioner of education, is no 
idle sentimentalist, vet he says “every case 
of vagabondage has its root in some neg- 
lected child. Give me the child and the 
state shall have the man.”’ 

Even if the state could not afford a re- 
formatory school—all the means for ro- 
ducing good citizens—private individuals 
could. We have in Atlenta rich men who 
could easily give enough to make a begin- 
ning in a reformatory and to even give to 
the schools some things they sadly need, In

WRITES OF THE WAR. 

In The Souvenir, a paper recently publish- 
éd by the women of Alabama, in the inter- 
est of a freo library, the following article 
appears from the pen of Miss Annie Wheel- 
er, giving her recollections of the Spanish- 
American war: 

“There have been many impressive scenes 
during the last troublous months of our 
country’s history which are indelibly im- 
pressed upon the hearts of those who wit- 
nessed them. 

“One that is never to be forgotten and 
stands out in Lold relief in its beauty and 
majesty, was when olr soldiers left their 
native shore. 

“The following morning after the trans- 
ports left Port Tampa in that fair sweet 
month of June, about thirty of the girls 
‘they left behind them’ went in a boat 
which was ta carry water and mai] to the 
fleet anchored at Egmont Keys, about 
twenty miles away. We touched at each 
transport and each of those who had the 
harder part of staying at home had cne 
more opportunity of seeing the uear one 
who was going away—whether to come 
back ever again we could not tell. 

“There in that little group of transpovts 
Was the flower of our army—the young 
and bright and happy—who had hazy 
dreams of battles to come, and gallant 
charges ami heroic acts, and promotion and 
shoulder straps, with all sorts of Insignia 
on them, from two bars to two stars. In 
their visions there was no roo for the 
open graves on a sun-purpled hillsJde or the 
long fevered weeks in a hospital 
y ‘There came also the old, whfo remem- 
bered battles that were past, and who knew 
the stern reality of war, and these were as 
enthusiastic as the lads who had Leen only 
cadets a few weeks ago. 

“As the setting sun sent its long golden 
rays like a benediction on the scene, the 
flagship gave the signal, ‘Fleet attention"’ 
One -by one the ships started In He, the 
white road made in the dark water extend- 
ing from one to the other until it seemed 
that they were all following a ‘straight and 
narrow path.’ Bands were playing, flags 
fiying, men in the rigging cheering as they 
waved their hats—and the red glow of the 
Sun glittered on the water and Tighted up 
the ships, making it all seem more like a 
dream than the dread realiry of war. 

‘And we who watched them go thougnat 
* ‘How many a heart will throb with bitter 


pain 
Before those brave ships anchor there 
again.” 

“Conspicuous among the happy hearts 
and bright faces on those ships were Lieu- 
tenants Clemclemeau, Beechley and Lafer- 
ty—all just graduted at West Point; Lieu- 
tenants Greenly, Augustin, Lewis, Henry 
Meichie, William Tiffany, and Captain Ca- 
pron. Now all these gallant spirits are 
sleeping their last sleep, only to be waken- 
ed by an angel’s reveille in the morning of 
eternity... 

“The next great event at that quiet little 
spot of Port Tampa occurred a month 
later, when the Cherokee and _ Iroquois 
brought America’s wounded children back 
to her again. 

‘The first wounded man [I ever saw I can 
never forget. It wus F. R. McCoy, of the 
Tenth cavalry, that magnificently officered 
regiment which lost half of its twenty-two 
officers in an hour’s time, Lecause when 
they ordered the men to lie down, they 
themselves stood erect in the face of the 
enemy to better direct the fire of their 
men. “ 

‘| heard the general in command of the 
cavalry say that such officers were an 
honor and glory to their country. 

“When he appeared on the deck on 
crutches and started slowly down the long 


gang plank, his boyish face, pale from ! 
suffering and his figure wasted, all the | 


pent-up anxiety and hopes and fears of 
the past month—all the glad welcoming and 
love and apprecjation of our wounded he- 
roes found voice in such ringing cheers 
from the dense mass of people waiting and 
watching on the wharf, as that quiet spot 
has never heard before and will never hear 
again, please God, for the same reason. 

“As he passed through the crowd the 
cheers and waving of hats and handker- 
chiefs and congraulation, were enough toa 
warm the heart of an older and more tried 
veteran than this boy only one year out of 
West Point. Had it not been for the fear 
of hurting him, the crowd would have 
picked him up on their shoulders and car- 
ried him off in triumph. As the people 
moved aside to make way for. him to .pass 
many watched him with tear-dimmed eyes, 
thinking of Their own boy far away, who 
mieht never come home again. 

“Some were even then at rest with all 
their life’s battle done. 

“Well, afterwards, other wounded came 
ashore and received their share of welcome, 
but nothing was quite like the first wound- 
ed man we ever saw, and there are hardly 
enough years in one’s life to dim the mem- 
ory.””

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SAY MOODY’S CHECK WAS BAD. 


Young Man Paid Debt He Did Not

Spear & Co. said they intended to pros- 
ecute Moody, but would not know what 
charge will prefer until-this morning. The 
charge will either be cheating and swind- 
ling or forgery.

BEFORE COMMITTEE 


Manufacturers of Atlanta Pretest Against 
Anti-Smoke Law. 


COMMITTEE TAKES NO ACTION 


Experts Before Committee Say Smoke 
Cannot Be Consumed. 


MANUFACTURERS ASK FOR MORE TIME 


Chairman Mayson Says the Smoke 
Nuisance~Must Be Abated as 
Soon as Possible.

The troublesome anti-smoke law which 


has excited so much opposition from promi- 
nent manufacturers of Atlanta since its 


\ passage through the city council, came up 


for discussion before the ordinance com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. 

The friends of the proposed ordinance 
repealing the anti-smoke law were on hand 
in numbers and a bitter fight against what 
was termed at the meeting “an impracti- 
cable ordinance’ was waged by the con- 
sumers of coal. As a result of the strong 
opposition that appeared against the anti- 
smoke law the committee took no action 
and postponed consideration of the repeal- 
ing measure until the next meeting—to be 
held Monday afternoon before the session 
of council. 

Chairman Mayson, who was largely in- 
strumental in bringing about the passage 
of the anti-smoke ordinance, took the po- 
sition that the committee should further 
inform itself before acting on the repealing 
ordinance. 

It is _probable that the committee will 
refuse to recommend the repealing law 
on the ground that there is some success- 
ful way to abate the smoke nuisance, but 
at the same time it is more than likely 
that the members wil] recommend a change 
in the anti-smoke ordinance which was 
passed by council over four months ago. 

A communication was read to the com- 
mittee from Mr. Collier, master mechanic 
of the Western and Atlantic raad, who 
is thoroughly familiar, so it was stated, 
with the many devices that had been pro- 
posed for abating an@ consuming smoke. 
Mr. Collier gave it as his opinion that 
there was no way in which to bring about 
the result sought by the ordinance of the 
city. He said: 

“T have tried and seen tried any num- 
ber of devices to consume smoke, but all 
of them are failures. The nuisance can be 
abated to some extent, but at every in- 
rush of fresh air into a furnace when 
coal is applied there is bound to be smoke.”’ 

Alderman Mayson said at the beginning 
of the session that he had made-a number 
of inquiries in the last few days with 
the idea of finding out what success had 
been made in applying smoke consumers 
to boilers in the city. He state@q that he 
had received a communication from the 
president of the Agnes Scott institute, in 
which that official pronounced the new 
smoke consumer recently put in the engine 
room a decided success, and that while 
formerly the pupils and neighbors of the 
school had been greatly troubled by the 
smoke, now no complaint was heard. The 
black smoke containing soot was consumed 
by the process. 

Alderman Mayson was of the opinion that 
the two minutes rule, the time allowed 
by the ordinance for the furnaces to cease 
smoking after they were heated, was rea- 
sonable, and that tests had established the 
fact that no more time could be needed 
for the black smoke to be destroyed. 

D. E. Shumaker, president of the Amer- 
ican Laundry, said that the laundry had 
recently put in a consumer, and while it 
partly abated the smoke, it was decidedly 
injurious to the boflers in the engine room 
and a great amount of steam was nec- 
essary to make the consumer work prop- 
erly. 

Two interesting figures before the com- 
mittee yesterday were Mr. H. Clay Moore, 
of the Hawley Down Draft Furnace Com- 
pany, an@ Mr. Merritt, the representative 
of a large furnace company of Boston. 
Both were invited to speak at the meet- 
ing, and both gentlemen took the position 
that it was a scientific imposstbility to 
consume all the smoke coming from the 
chimney of a furnace. : 

Mr, Merritt stated that the only process 
to satisfactorily abate the nuisance was 
through the means of a mechanical stoker. 
He said: 

“So far as I know, there is no way to 


consume smoke after it has once been 


made. When the doors of the furnaces 
are opened to add coal to the fire, the air 
rushes in and smoke is going to result 
inevitably. By the mechanical stoker the 
necessity for opening the doors is done 
away with.”’ | 

Mr. 8. D. Jones, cf the Atlanta Stove 
Company, suggested that in a matter of 
such importance to the community the 
consumers of coal should be given all the 
time necessary to make experiments and 
ascertain for themselves what is the best 
way to rid the city of black smoke. 

Mr. Moore, of the Hawley Furnace Com- 
pany, gave it as his opinion and experi- 
ence that through the application of de- 
vices that abated smoke, manufacturers 
,could save a considerable amount on their 
annual coal bill. He took the position that 
the two-minute rule made by the council, 
the time in which the furnace was to be 
put under control after firing up, was 
entirely inadequate to the needs and that 
the committee should recommend, in case 
the law was sustained, an extension of 
time for the smoKe to be got under con- 
trol. 

A suggestion was made to the ordinance 
committee to recommend aéeée reconsidera- 
tion of the anti-smoke law and substituce 
for it an ordinance requiring all large con- 
sumers of coal to consume 8 per cent of 
the smoke leaving the furnace in 80 per 
cent of the time the fires are kept up. 

During the meeting a communication was 
read from Secretary Benjamin, of the At- 
lanta lee Company, to Mr. Park Woodward 


: 


{ 
asking the name of the consumer which it 


was understood had been successfully used 
on the waterworks furnaces. Following is 
Mr. Woodward's answer: 

“Mr. Benjamin—The Atlanta waterworks 
has tried three smoke consumers, but in 
each case they failed to either consume 
the smoke or reduce the consumption of 
fuel. Yours truly, 

“PARK WOODWARD, Supt.” 

The meeting adjourned without the com- 
mittee considering to any extent the re- 
pealing ordinance introduced to do away 
with the anti-smoke law. The committee 
will’ take the matter up again at the meet- 
ing to be held Monday afternoon, and it is 
probable that the city council will devote 
much of its time Monday to the considera- 
tion of the smoke question.

The general secretary of the Young Men's 
Christian Association has made a report 
which shows a wonderful amount of work 
done by the association during the month 
of November. The figures he gives are 
from his books. 

During November over 18,000 people were 
brought in tcuch with the work of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. There 
were held twenty-nine religious services in 
the building and 6,130 persons were in at- 
tendarce at these meetings. 

At the services 408 requests for prayer 
were made, 340 persons were talked with 
and 147 made promises to lead better lives. 

There were two lectures which were at- 
tended by 1,400 people. On Thanksgiving 
night there was a reception, the only one 
held during the month, and about 50) mem- 
bers and guests were in attendance. 

Fifty-two sessions of the night classes 
were held during the past month and the 
attendarce was over 800. 

The number of baths during the month 
was 3,500, and the increase caused 100 new 
lockers to be secured. 

The gymnasium was used 1,800 times dur- 
ing the month, and hundreds of others 
used the reading reoms for games, The 
invitations issued numbered 25,000, and this 
number was given out personally by mem- 
bers of the associaiion. 

General Secretary D. E. Luther reports 
that a boys’ department is being arranged 
2nd rooms will be fitted up especially for 
the youtns with a library, games, etc., suit- 
able for boys. There will also be a boys’ 
Bible class and devotional meetings. 

In speaking of the work for November, 
Mr. Luther says: 

“Every department is now full of inter- 
est, and with such privigeges as the asso- 
ciation is now offering there ought to be 
at least 200 new members during December. 
And if that number will help, that num- 
ber can be easily obtained.”’ 

A very importent meeting of the mem- 
bers of the association will ke heid Friday, 
December ‘9th, at 8 o’chock in the evening, 
when the committee to nominate new di- 
dectors for 1896 will be chosen. ~-

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Contested Election Cases Come Up. 
Mr. Hall’s Bill. 

Before the special order of the day was 
taken up in the house yesterday Mr. Wil- 
lingham, of Monroe, asked that the bill in- 
troduced by himself to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
within the limits of the state of Georgia 
be made the special order for Wednesday 
of next week. He stated that the bill had 
been favorably reported by the committee 


on temperance and that he desired the | 


house to act upon it at the earliest possible 
moment. Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, chair- 
man of the committee on ways and means, 
and Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations, 
opposed the request on the ground that the 
consideration of the bill at that time would 
displace other important measures, which 
would then be before the house and which 
would clearly be entitled to precedence, viz, 
the general tax bill and the general appro- 
priations bill. On being put to yote the 
request of Mr. Willingham, of Monroe, was 
refused and the bill introduced by himself 
cannot be acted upon until later in the ses- 
sion. 
Longer Sessions Agreed Upon. 

Mr, Calvin, of Richmond, chairman of 
the committee on rules, next introduced a 
resolution to increase the length of the 
daily sessions of the house, Leginning on 
Friday, December 2d, by fixing the ‘hour of 
meeting at 9 o’clock and the hour of ad- 
journment at 1 o'clock. Mr. Calvin asked 
that the rules of the house be suspended in 
order that the resolution might be taken 
up immediately and acted upon. . There 
was no objection to this request and the 
resolution was adopted by the house unan- 
imously. Under-the action of the resolu- 
tion the house will convene this morning at 
9 o'clock. 

Mr. Easterlin, of Macon, introduced a 
resolution limiting debates on questions be- 
fore the house to ten minutes. Mr. Easter- 
lin asked that the resolution be taken up 
at once for the purpose of being acted upon, 
Lut objection was made by members who 
were impatient for the special order and 
the resolution was required to take the 
prescribed course. 

Contestel Election Cases. 

Speaker Little thed announced that the 
special order of the day was the considera- 
tion of the report of the committee on priv- 
ileges and elections bearing upon the can- 
tested election cases from the counties of 
Murray, Bryan and Screven, and recom- 
mending that Messrs. Stewart, Brown and 
Overstreet, respectively, be seated. When 
the report of that committee had been read 
for the information of the house, the clerk 
was directed to read the minority report 
attached thereto, dissenting from the ac- 
tion of the committee with respect to the 
contested election case from Murray coun- 
ty. The minority report recommended that 
Mr. Peeples, of Murray county. be seated 
in lieu of Mr. Stewart, on the ground that 
in two precincts of the county the election 
was illegal, and that if the returns from 
tirese precincts were ruled out the remain- 
ing votes would elect Mr. Peeples. Im one 
precinct it was cldimed that no registra- 
tion lists were furnished to the managers, 
and in the other precinct it was claimed 
that the managers were rot all freeholders. 

Mr, McLaughlin, of Meriwether, chair- 
man of the committee on privilegey and 
elections, argued in support of the action 
of that committee in recommending that 
Mr. Stewart be seated. He took the posi- 
tion that every man who voted in the pre- 
cinct ‘first mentioned was duly registered 
and that such being the case the law could 
not deprive him of his right to yote sim- 
ply because of the failure of the proper par- 
ties to put the registration list in the hands 
of the managers. With respect to the 
validity of the election at the other pre- 


cinct, where the managers were not all 


‘freeholders, he was disposed to admit the 


contention of the minority report, but he 
made the point that if the returns from 
this precinct were ruled out the result 
would still remain the same. 

He stated further that the question of 
politics did not influence the action of the 
committee, otherwise the committee would 
have acted  differently,. and instead 
of reccmmending that Mr. Stewart, 
who is a populist, be seated it would have 
recommended that Mr. Peeples, who is a 
democrat, be seated. He stated that in the 
*pirit of absolute fairness the committee 
had come to the conclusion that Mr. Stew- 


. art was duly entitled to represent Murray 


of Madison, and Mr. 
Lane, of Sumter, both spoke in support 
of the committee’s report. Mr. of 
Randolph, and Mr.Watkins, of Gilmer, ad- 
vocated the adoption of the minority Te- 
port.

Mr. Denny, of Floyd, chairman of the

Speaker Pro Tem. Blalock, who was in 
the chair at the time, announced that the 
special order for the day next on the cal- 
endar was the bill of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
to require foreign railroad corporations do- 
ing business in this state to procure domes- 
tic charters. 

When the bill had*been read, Mr, Hal) 
offered an amendment, which was adopted, 
providing that the act should not inter- 
fere with rights heretofore granted by law 
to any individual or person. Mr. Parks, of 
Greene, proposed ta amend the bill further 
by providing that its terms should not 
apply to any foreign railroad corporation 
now doing business in this state, This 
brought Mr. Hall to his feet. He declared 
that the amendment, if adopted, would 
prove fatal to the bill, In support of the 
amendment, Mr. Park argued that under 
existing laws foreign railroad corporations 
doing business in this state enjoyed certain 
vested rights which the bill sought to ig- 
nore, ‘ 

Mr. Morris, of Cobb, opposed the 
motion of Mr, Park, Greene. He

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, next took the floor. 
He said that he did not expect to discuss 
the merits of the bill prior to the action 
of the house in agreeing to the report of 
the committee, but that the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Park, of Greene, made it 
necessary for him to do so since it sought 
to defeat the very purposes of the bill. 
He began with the declaration that he 
was intiuenced by no spirit of malice or 
He said that 
regardiess of the motives which might be 
imputed to him by those unfriendly to the 
bill he was actuated solely by the desire to 
do his duty to the’ state in the matter of 
seeing its jaws upheld and its constitution 
respected. He said further that he might 
be in the employment of the raliroads of 
the state today, if he had been willing to 
sacrifice his Gonvietions. He continued 
that railroads operating under foreign char- 
ters virtually defied the laws and the con- 
stitution of the state and trampled upon 
the rights and liberties of the people. He 
argued that there was nothing in the bill 
which sought to deprive railroads of any 
vested rights which they legally enjoyed, 
and that if the bill failed to pass it would 
show that the members of the house had 
greater regard for trusts and.corporations 
than for the commonwealth of Georgia. 
He closed by urging them not to sacrifice 
the interests of the state upon the altar 
of the money power. 

Mr. Denny’s Warm Speech. 

Mr. Denny, of Floyd, next took the floor. 
There was littie im the calm manner ih 
which he commenced ‘his speech to indicate 
the warmth of opposition which Was to 
disclose itself later on. He com- 
menced by saying that it. was 
his disposition to impute sinister 
motives to any one, but that 
the argument of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, savor- 
ed so strongly of the spirit of the, dema- 
gugue and petrayed so piainly the hand of 
Esau, that he was compelled to make some 
reply. He declared that he might accept 
the statement of Mr. Hal] to the effect 
that he was actuated by motives of patriot- 
ism in introducing the bill were it not for 
the fact that other billls of like character 
before the house made it evident that he 
was influenced by feelings of hostility to- 
ward the railroads rather than by motives 
of patriotism solely. He declared thet he 
could not see the evils which Mr. Hall had 
attempted to portray, but which were so 
patents in the mind of Mr. Hall that he 
could see the pillars of Georgia upholding 
the interests of trusts and corporations 
instead of the noble fabric of the consti- 
He declared that the evil existed 
in Mr. Hall's imagination, whereupon he 
proceeded to compare him to Don Quixote, 
the Spanish cavalier, who went out to 
fight windmills. 

At this point the hour of adjournment 
arrived and on motion of Mr. Hall, the 
bill was made the continuous special order 
for today.

ABBEVILLE-ROCHELLE FIGHT. 


Legislators Say That Life Is Too Short 
To Examine the Records. 

The house commiitee on county matters 
spent two more hours yesterday afternoon 
considering the complicated situation pre- 
sented by the two towns, Abbeville and Ro- 
chelle. It will meet again today. A propo- 
sition was made that the whole matter be 
submitted to a sub-committee to investi- 
gate and report back. This proposition pro- 
voked a general debate. It was declared 
that a sub-committee couid not possibly 
go through the records in the contest un- 
til some time next year. In the meantime 
the jegisiature would adjourn. 

The friends of RocheWe insisted that 
was no reason to investigate. The 
secretary of state went through the whole 
found that Rochelle had re- 
ceived seventy-one more votes than the 
required two-thirds, after throwing out 
the ballots on both sides which he con- 
sidered to be fraudulent. The house mem- 
bers are not inclined to attempt an investi- 
gation of all the records. They say that 
life is too short and many representatives 
are disposed to send the whoie matter 
back to the pevcpic of Wilcox with the 
suggestion that th.y hold an honest elec- 
tion. From all accounts the last court- 
house eleetion was distinguished by more 
frgud on both sides than any other elec- 
tion that was ever held in the state. 

One of the features of the vote pclled 
wus that there were more voters over sixty 
years of age than urder that age. This 
led Mr. Dupont Guerry, onerof the attor- 
neys, to remark that, as the friends of 
Rochelle claimed, the war over the court- 
house would neyer cease. “Evidently” it 
will go on forever,’ said Mr, Guerry, “‘be- 
cause the people down ¢chere seem never 
to die.”’ 

Several of the leading citizens of Wilcox 
county are in the city strongly urging the 
passage of the bill. Among these are ffon. 
Joe J. Dennard, ex-senator; Hon. F. 
McCrimmon, ex-representative; Mr. John 
W. Wart. ordinary; Messrs, A. B. Cain, 
P. H. Coff¥®e and others.

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Mr. Gross Takes a Unique Method To 
Enliven the Upper House. 


When the senate met yesterday morning 
Mr. Gross, of the twenty-ninth district, was 
seated in the gallery with two very pretty 
young women. His bill to make the ses- 
sions of the legislature bi-ennial was ad- 
versely reported, and came up for consider- 
ation. Mr. Gross is the only populist fn the 
upper house, and he knew that his measure 
was about as lonesome as he was. Leaning 
over the gallery rail he addressed the sen- 
ate, and said: 

“Mr. President, I withdraw my bill.” 

Senator Terrell, who was in the chair, 
looked all around the chamber, but failed 
to locate the voice. 

“I withdraw my bill,” said Mr. 
louder. 

Senator Terrell glanced upward, saw the 
speaker and came near to falling a victim 
to apoplexy. But he iS a strong young 
man and he recovered. 

“The senator is out of order,” he said. 
“Motions from the gallery are only made 
during executive session.” 

There was a ripple of laughter, and Mr. 
Gross hurried to his seat to renew his re- 
quest. Then he withdrew his bill, and the 
pretty girls applauded, 

Mr. Morrison introduced a bill to provide 
for the more humane execution of persons 
convicted of capital offense in Georgia and 
sentenced to suffer the penalty of death. 
The bill provides that all sheriffs when 
commanded by cofirts of competent juris- 
diction to hang convicted criminals until 
they are dead, shall provide such gallows, 
traps and ropes as will necessitate the fall- 
ing or drop of the body at least six feet, so 
as to dislocate the neck or spinal column

of the criminal so as to avoid as far as” 


possible the torture of strangulation. 

Mr. Morrison introduced another bill bear- 
ing on the pension laws. It provides that 
the payment -¢f pensions in the future shall 
be confined to those persons whose proper- 
ty is not worth over $1,600. All future ap- 
plications,’ it provides, must be accompani- 
ed by a full schedule of the applicant's 
property duly sworn to. A message from 
the house was received announcing that it 
had refused to agree to the senate substi- 
tute to the city court bills of the house, 
and asked for a conference committee to 
confer with its committee, Messrs. Slaton, 
Brandon and Blalock. On motion of Mr. 
Steed a conference committee was author- 
ized and Mr. Terrell appointed Messrs. 
Steed; McGehee and Mann, 

The first bill introduced in the senate this 
Session came up for passage. It was by 
Mr. McLester, of the twenty-fourth, and 
provided for readjusting the tax methods 
of the state. The committee to whom the 
bill was referred were in favor of the gen- 
eral idea of the bill and referred it to a sub- 
committee. This sub-committee prepared 
a substitute for the bill which was unani- 
mously agreed to by the whole committee. 
The substitute came up for passage this 
morning. Its leading features are the ap- 
pointment of three assessors from each 
county to go over the returns 
and fix the true value of all 
property. It also provides that the 
assessors dhall have extra compensa- 
tion for property found which has not been 
given in for taxation. It also provides that 
every tax defaulter who is found shall pay 
an extra 50 per cent of taxes and-no pro- 
Visions are made for his relief. Some of the 
senators, who were not familiar with the 
bill, objected to voting on the question until 
they had looked into it more fully. For 
this reason the bill was temporarily tabled 
and one hundred copies of the substitute 
bill were ordered printed for the use of the 
senate. 

The bill of Mr. Humphreys to change the 
venue in certain cases came up for final ac- 
tion. It is the bill providing that, when 
Suits are brought against railroads for Tre- 
fusing to build depots when ordered to do 
so by the railroad commission, they shall 
be brought in the superior court of the 
county where the refusal was made, instead 
of the county where the road has its head- 
quarters, as is provided by the present law. 
The committee rendered an adverse report 
on the bill a few days ago, but on motion 
of Mr. Humphreys the report of the com- 
mittee was disagreed to and the bill went 
back to the committee. ‘ 

It came up yesterday on an adverse re- 
port. Mr. Steed moved to agree to the re- 
port of the committee. Mr. Humphreys 
made a strong and forcible appeal in sup- 
port of the bill, and moved to disagree to 
the report of the committee. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Wingfield, of the twenty- 
eigth, one of the most level-headed mem- 
bers of the body. He spoke in favor of the 
motion, and was assailed by questions from 
all sides, but had a ready answer for all of 
them ,proving himself to be an adept in de- 
bate. 

Mr. Steed opposed the motion, as he did 
not favor the bill. Mr. Fouche made a 
strong legal argument in favor of the bill 
and commanded undivided attentren. He 
was followed by Mr. McGehee, who spoke 
in favor of the bill and against the motion 
to agree. The motion to agree was lost, 
and the motion to disagree was carried. It 
was about to be put upon its passage when 
Mr. Humphreys moved that it be made the 
special order for next Tuesday. 

The senate, at 12:35 o'clock, adjourned un- 
til 11 o’clock today. 


INVESTIGATION OF DR. PAYNE. 


Legislative Committee Alleges That 
He Loaied the State’s Apparatus. 

The committee which was appointed by 
joint resolution of the legislature to inves- 
tigate and report as to the ownership of 
the chemicals and apparatus in the depart- 
ment of the commissioner of agriculture, 
has completed its work and is ready to re- 
port. There is a dispute between Dr. 
George F. Payne, the late state chemist, 
,and Commissioner O. B. Stevens, as to 
whether Dr. Payne or the state owns the 
property in question. Some time Dr. 
Payne started to remove it, claiming that 
he had.loaned it to the state when he was 
first appointed to the oflice, but he was 
stopped by Cozzmissioner Stevens. Then the 
matter went to the legislature for arbitra- 
tion, and a man who is well posted on the 
work of the investigating committee said 
last night: 

“The committee’s report 
something of a surprise, It 
show who owns the apparatus, but it will 
bring out the fact that Dr. Payne has 
loaned to an edueational institution in 
which he is interested nearly a thousand 
doHars’ worth of public property entrusted 
to his charge.”’ 

Friends of Dr. Payne last night made 
light of the accusation, but it is said that 
the committee’s report really does say 
that the state’s chemical machinery has 
been loaned out, and that a large portion 
of it has never been returned.

appropriations. He made a short and sen- 
sible speech, telling the committee the ex- 
act condition of his department. He said 
that there were approved claims for indi- 
gent veterans that could not be paid unless 
an extra appropriation was made, and he 
spoke of the action of the last legislature 
in permitting him to pay two approved 
claims with $30 each, instead of paying one 
with $60. He had, he said, followed this 
up to the furthest possible limit, Lut that 
indigent pensions were now piling up on 
him so fast that he would either have to 
be given more money, or quit aitogether.

There was. not even a dispute about it.

This will make the to- 
tal for the next two years $660,00,divided as 
follows for individual pensions $192,500; for 
indigent pensions, $238,000; for widows,$230- 
000. Representative Brandon's bill to put 
all pensions on an indigent basis has al- 
ready been favorably reported to the house 
by the ways and means committee, and 
the clash which will ensue when the two 
measures come up for final consideration 
wil] be worth watching. 

The School Fund. 

The spectotors held their breath when 
Chairman Chappell brought up the matter 
of the appropriation to the public schools, 
and everybody expected that. an explosion 
of some sort was bound to follow. But it 
didn’t. On the contrary Representative 
Blalock made his usual] speech on the sub- 
ject, and one member after another was 
heard, all speaking in exactly the same 
line. They were all opposéd, they said, to 
cutting the school fund, but they saw no 
other way to hold down the tax rate. This 
was the burden of al] the argument,and one 
speech was so much like another that the 
audience began to leave before the debate 
was half over. 

During the debate, however, over one sec- 
tion of the bill,,.when Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
had made an argument in behalf of re- 
duction. Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, replied 
to him, and in his gemarks commented on 
the proportion of negro students in that 
county. When Mr. Blalock took his seat 
Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, arose and quietly 
and courteously remarked thdt the gentle- 
man from Fayette had evinced an interest 
in the proportion of negro children being 
educated in Bibb county and therefore he 
might be interested in the proportions of 
negro children who were participating in 
the state appropriations for common schools 
and he—Mr. Knowles—happened to bs in 
a position to give him the imformation as 
he had a statement prepared from Official 
returns, and he read the following: 

Ciailidren enrolled in public schools— 
White .children, 270,267, or 59 per cent; col- 
ored children, 180,565, or 40 per cent; total, 
4,532, Wihile schools, 4,822; white scholars, 
270,207, an average of 59 per cent; colored 


schools, 2,611; colored seholars,1s0,565, an 
average of 69 per cent; total schools, 7,432; 
total scholars in school,450,832, an average 
of 60 per cent.

From which showing, it will be observed 
that while the negroes contribute only 
about 3 per cent of the school tax, they 
participate to the extent of 40 per cent in 
the appropriations. 

Mr. Calvin’s Amendment. 

Mr, Caivin, of Richmond, submitted an 
amendment which proposed to strike out 
certain words in‘the printed bill and substi- 
tute, ‘For the support of common schools, 
$600,000 for the year 1899, and $600,000 for the 
year 1900, Shou:d the total property re- 
turned for taxation in the years 1899 and 
1900, respectively, exceed $412,000,000, then 
the tax levy on the amount in excess of 
$412,000,000 shall go to t'he common school 
fund of the state.” 

Mr. Calvin this amendment was 
along conservative lines and if the people 
of Georgia*were in a highly prosperous 
condition he would favor -six months’ 
schools throughout the state, but that, un- 
der the most favorable circumstances, 
should be the limit of the state’s contribu- 
tion. Whatever else the respective coun- 
ties might desire as to a greater length 
of term should come through local taxation, 
which is the true policy as to pubtic edu- 
cation. He produced figures showing that 
with a reduction of $400,000 there would re- 
main a fund of $1,240,381, which was greater 
than the fund of 1897 by $70,436, and greater 
than the fund of i896 by $79,329.

The Technological School. 

One of the fights that is not yet 
out that which favors an extra appro- 
priation to the Technological school. Rep- 
resentative Knowles desires to correct t) 
report concerning his having withdrawn 
his bill for the benefit of the newly-cre- 
ated textile department. He said yesterday 
that he had not withdrawn his bill to make 
an appropriation for the maintenance of 
the textile school, but he had substituted a 
bill providing -for an appropriation 
that item alone. His original bill, he said, 
also asked for an appropriation to add to 
the dormitories on account of its extréme 
need, as the school now has more than 10 
Students who are unable to obtain accom- 
modations there, and it is a well-known 
fact the parents of youths who are sent to 
a city like Atlanta do not like 
them to the tender mercies of existence in 
Atlanta without any restraint. 

Mr. Knowles furnished the following 
copy of his substitute bill, and it is now up 
for consideration by the appropriations 
committee, with an excellent chanee of be- 
supported, even by those who favor- 
ed the reduction of $2,500 for the mainte- 
nance of the School of Technology itself: 

Whereas, by the enactment of a law by 
the legislature of 1897, an appropriation of 
$10,000 was made for the establishment of 
a textile department in connection with 
the Technological school of Atlanta, pro- 
vided, that the appropriation should not 
become available until $10,000 in money or 
equipment had been donated by private in- 
dividuals or others, thereby guaranteeing 
the maintenance and support of such 
Textile school, should such conditions be 
complied with; and 

Whereas, The friends the School 
Technology have succeeded not only 
complying With the provisions of the act 
of LSoi, to ralse 4n amount equal to the ap- 
propriation of $10,000, but have secured do- 
nations of $10,326.65 in gash, and $15,334.40 
in machinery, making a total of $25,661.03; 
therefore, fe: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the generat 
assembly of this state, and ft is hereby 
enacted by the authority of the same, that 
the sum of $10,000 be and the same is here- 
by appropriated to the trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia for the support and 
maintenance of tne textile department ol 
the Technological school of Atlanta tor 
each of the years 1899 and 10 respectively. 
Said sum shall be paid over to the treas- 
urer of the University of Georgia on his 
application for the same, and by him shall 
be turned over to the treasurer of the local 
board of trustees of said ‘rechnological 
school for the use aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with this act, be, and 
tthe same are hereby repealed. 

Talk with Mr. Knowles. 

Mr. Knowles said he regretted extremely 
the cut that was made in the appropria- 
tion, as the indications are, from the ap- 
plications received from students, 
that at least one hundred more will have 
to be provided for by March, when the 
textile school will be in operation. The 
animus which prompted the cut, he said, 
was the fact that some members consid- 
ered the salaries of the professors and 
instructors were too high. As a matter of 
fact, the average is only about $1,000 
apiece. ‘The president of the school draws

this year a salary of only $3,500. 

“But he certainly has earned Mr. 
Knowles said, ‘tas he obtained, unaided, by 
his own personal efforts, appropriations to 
the textile department of over $25,000 from 
Outside sources, in addition to what the 
Staite appropriated—more salary he 
has ever received from that institution in 
the ten years of his connection with it.

A POOLING BILL 
CANNOT BE. PASSED 


Railway Managers in the South and 
West Oppose It. 


ITS FRIENDS HAVE LITTLE HOPE 


Senator Cullom, Author of One of Bills, 
‘Says Outlook Is Discouraging. 


WORTHERN LINES ARE ANXIOUS FOR IT 


They Are Cutting Rates, So That This 
Remec7 Seems to Them To Be 
the Only One. 


_ The railway managers who want congress 
to pass an act legalizing pooling are said 
to be discouraged because so many raliway 
men are opposed to the movement. 

As thas been stated in The Constitution in 
the past, some of the presidents of the 
trunk line companies want a pooling law 
because they think that will stop rate cut- 
ting to a great extent. In the south and 
the west the presidents are generally op- 
posed to the proposed law because they are 
afraid it would put them under strict gov- 
ernment control, the advocates of pooling 
being willing to make great concessions to 
the interstate commerce commission, : 

In the south the rate situation is very 
g€00d and the managers of railway prop- 
erties in this part of the country are not 
Wiliing to sacrifice their interests in order to 
Save the northern roads from themselves. 
if there was no rate cutting in the north, 
the managers up there would not care any- 
thing about the privilege of pooling, 

Senator Cullom, who introduced one of 
the bills which was before congress last 
Winter, says: 

“Two years ago Senator Foraker intro- 
duced a pooling bilk in the senate which, 
after being mauled around in the commit- 
tee, was .aid away. Then | took up the 
subject by introducing a measure whch, 
up to date, haus met no kinder fate. ‘To be 
frank, | see no chance of the enactment 
of a pooling law at the coming session, 
much as certain railruads desire one to be 
passed. Railroads that are in wise hands, 
since the supreme court has decidéd that 
their pooling acts are illegal, are now ex- 
tremely anxious that congress shall come to 
their relief and pass a bill that shall per- 
mit them to pool. ppeaking for myvzelf, 
J shall favor no law that does not vest 
power in the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to restrain roads that are found violat- 
ing the provisions of the law. 

“To compel railroads to observe the law 
and not cut each others’ throats hag fre- 
quently proved a difficult and thankless 
task. To agree uwpon a law that shail be 
satisfactory, and at the same time cquita- 
ble to all concerned, :8 a great problem. 
But it does seem to me that congress ought 
to be able to frame a law that would he ac- 
ceptable to the railroads on the one hand 
and the great public on'the other. Very 
naturally the roads have been eself-seeking 
in the past in all legislation that affected 
their interests. It will be the duty of con- 
gress, in whatever bill it may pass in the 
future, to protect the public and not op- 
press. the roads. This, I take it, congress 
intends to do.’’ 


‘'BRICE’S OFFER DECLINED. 


The Deal for the Alton, However, May 
Go Through. 

New York, December 1.—It is reported 
that Senator Brice’s propositions to the 
Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf interests 
to include in their Chicago and Alton deal 
the Lake Erie and Western property nave 
been turned down, and that the Alton deal 
will go through—if it does go through at 
all—without considering the Lake Erie and 
Western, 

Incidentally it is said that the pool which 
has been formed to carry out the Alton 
deal is made up of the Illinois Trust Com- 
pany for $12,800,000, John Lowber Welsh 
and Philadelphia Drexel interests for $12,- 
600,000, and associater of President Still- 
well, of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf, for $10,000,000, -the pool representing 
at present $35,000,000.
